Wasurnoton, D. C., April 28.—The President 
has decided to appoint John King Collector of the 
port of New Orleans in place of James F. Casey, 
brother-in-law of Gen. Grant, whose commission 
has expired. This appointment is one of very 
great importance. It practically removes the only 
remaining obstacle to the success of the Presi- 
dent's policy in Louisiana. King is one of the 
Justices of the Packard Supreme Court, who was 
commissioned by Kellogg when Governor, and con- 
firmed by the Kellogg Senate. The Packard Su- 
preme Court has always been considered by 
the President the gravest difficulty in the 
Louisiana case. The best lawyers dere, 
including, it ws said, Secretary Evarts, are of the 
opinion, as an abstract proposition, that the le- 
gality and constitutionality of the Packard Su- 
preme Court, appointed by Kellogg, was 

ALMOST BEYOND CONTROVERSY. 

A goed many of the Louisiana Conservatives, 
too, have expressed the opinion that if the two 
rival Supreme Court organizations should remain 
in existence until a legal issue could be made be- 
tween them which would be brought to the United 
States Supreme Court for determination, the de- 
cision of the latter tribunal would be in favor 
of the validity of the Packart Court. The Presi- 
dent bas frequently said that he anticipated serious 
legal complication if the Nicholls Court should 
continue to pass upon property interests without 
a definite adjustment of the status between it and 
the Packard Court.

SOLVE THE DIFFICULTY. 

The Patkard Court, under the Constitution, 
should be composed of five members. But three 
were ever appointed by Kellogg,—John E. King, 
Leonard, and Ludeling. These three constituge a 
quorum. Without the attendance of each ond of 
tiose three @ quorum is impossible, as the 
two remaining Judges, who should technically 
make up the Court, can never be 
appointed, since, even if Packard, assuming to 
be Governor, should nominate two persons, he 
would have no Senate that could co them. 
The abandonment of the Court, therefore, by an 
one Of these three members makes it an effectua 
dissolution. King wil) accept the position of Col- 
lector, This leaves

in the Court; but Leonard is already elected to 
Congress from a district in which there is no con- 
test, and of course be seated.

It is in Paris—that home of the utilization of 
everything that the rat is turned to the great- 
est number of uses. He furnishes employment 
for an army of hunters, who pursue him in his 
sewer fastnesses forthe sake of bis skin. In 
the great abattoirs of the city rats exist by the 
million. One propgietor, on becoming nearly 
driven from his premises by the rodents, threw 
a dead horse ina walled inclosure, and then 
stopped up all means of escape, so that the rats, 
attracted by the bait, could not get out. In one 
night 2,650 rats were caught inthe trap and 
killed by men armed with clubs; ina single | 
month 16,050 of the animals were thus destroy- 
e. We note this case mainly in connection 
with a curious utilization of rats, wherein dead 
animals of all kinds are placed where they can 
get them as an easy Way of disposing of the ref- 
use flesh and securing the valuable bones. A 
regular pound, surrounded by a massive stone 
wall, is provided forthis purpose by the city 
authorities of Paris, and it is the regular morn- 
ing’s work of those in charge to remove the 
beautifully-polished ékeletons.

as badly off as they are now, as they 

can never get from the Sea of Marmora 
into the Mediterranean without Brit- 

ish consent, which is the 
above all others that Russia desires 
to accomplish, and which would at once 
establish not only commercial but military 
supremacy. 

The grabbing, however, will not be con- 
fined to England. Already it begins to be 
apparent that Italy is preparing to seize that 
portion of Albania which lies between Mon- 
tenegro and the old Greece proper, or Epirus, 
known in ancient times as Illyricum, and 
now settled by the descendants of the orig- 
inal Roman colonists. Italy also wants 
Tunis, on the African shore. That Austria 
wants, and will have, Herzegovina and Bosnia 
is well known. The only province whose 
ultimate ownership seems to be in doubt is 
Servia. Whether she will fall into Russian 
hands or be set up as an independent Power 
remains to be seen.

a convicted, half-pardoned felon, he has no 
claim to a place in the City Council. He 
thinks he knows a trick worth two of this. 
He wants his case hurriedly disposed of and 
a special election called for the Seventh 
Ward, which he can manipulate in the inter-

‘Council has the power under the charter to 
institute a judicial inquiry into the legality 
of the vote, and will probably proceed to do 
0 as soon as an ordinance can be adopted 
for carrying out the provision of the charter. 

This will be the proper way to proceed. 
The Council has no right to call a special 
election if the man who received a plurality 
of the votes can qualify legally. There is lit- 
tle doubt that Hunpzera could run 
such special election to suit himself, with 
the roughs and repeaters at his command 
and the respectable citizens of the ward 
quiescent, and elect a man who would serve 
his ends as fully as if he himself were in the 
Council. It is wise to avoid a special elec- 
tion, if it can be done fairly. Mr. Rronvax, 
too, has claims which the Council cannot 
justly ignore. If he got more honest votes 
than Hizp2eta (which we hope is true for 
the credit of the ward) then the seat is his 
by rights, and his claini should be thor- 
oughly examined before a special election is 
called. 


PROTECTION FOR BANK DEPOSITORS. 

Our dispatches note the passage of a bill 
for the protection of confiding and defrauded 
State bank depositors by the Illinois House 
of Representatives by the overwhelming 
vote of 99 yeas to only 30 nays. This is a 
fair reflex of popular sentiment on this sub- 
ject, and we should think it would impel the 
Senate to a prompt concurrence, notwith- 
standing the greater influence which the 
bankers are alleged to exert in that body. 
We cannot conceive of honest State bankers 
opposing this measure. It cannot possibly 
affect them injuriously. It simply reaches 
fraudulent bankers. It simply provides that 
a man who steals money under the name of 
banker shall be punished by imprisonment 
in the Penitentiary, like any other thief. 
There is nothing so sacred about the calling 
of the banker that he should be exempt from 
punishment when he robs. In pointof fact, 
he is rather more infamous, if anything, 
than the burglar or highwayman, be- 
cause he steals under the cloak of hon- 
esty, and betrays the confidence of his 
fellow-men. The objection to the clause 
making the acceptance of deposits within 
thirty days prima facie evidence of an in- 
tent to defraud as being too severe is not 
well-founded. In ordinary times it is prima 
facie evidence of an attempt to defraud. This 
clause merely forms the foundation of an in- 
dictment and trial; if there has been no in- 
tention to defraud, and the deposits were ac- 
cepted in the belief that the banker was sol- 
vent, the books will show whether that is 
true. If sudden suspension is made neces- 
sary by unforeseen accident, as during the 
panic of 1878, the Courts will take cognizance 
of it. This bill simply enables the people to 
reach the fraudulent bankers who are con- 
stantly robbing them, and indirectly it will 
be a protection and a benefit to the banks and 
bankers who do an honest business. 

The operation of this bill, if it become a 
law, will be especially beneficial in protect- 
ing that large class of people who work 
hardest for their money and place their sur- 
plus earnings in private and sayings banks. 
In a large city like Chicago there are so. 
called savings banks scattered in all quarters. 
Most of them are started without capital, 
and operate entirely on the confidence and 
deposits of their customers. If their invest- 
ments are good they make money ; if not, it 
is their depositors who lose it. Most of 
these concerns are close corporations, gen- 
erally run by one man who bullies ignorant 
mén and weak women, who pleads the sixty- 
day statute on the slightest provocatio 
whom the bankers generally know nothing 
about, who takes in all the money he can get, 
no matter what the condition of his bank 
may be, and who sooner or later closes his 
doors and swindles everybody who has 
trusted him. We speak now of the small, 
obscure concerns who solicit business by 
scattering circulars about the streets, offer- 
ing interest on deposits they cannot afford 
to pay, and controlled by men who 
have no standing in the commer- 
) cial or financial community. Scarcely 
a month passes in a large city when some 
such concern does not collapse, showing its 
manager or manipulator to have robbed his 
depositors. Under our State laws there is 
no way of examining accurately into the af- 
fairs of these two-penny schemes for plun- 
dering the workingmen, the clerks, the 
seamstresses, the ignorant, feeble, and poor. 
It is high time there should be a way to pun- 
ish them. Their crime is as black, henious, 
and sneaking as any defined in the calendar, 
and if a few of them could be consigned to 
the Penitentiary, where they belong, their 
number could be materially diminished and 
their opportunities for fraud considerably 
contracted. The actual conviction of some 
of the scoundrels who deceive the unwary 
and plunder the unsuspecting under a high- 
sounding name they give to their institu- 
tions would soon purify the banking busi- 
ness of the frauds that attach themselves to it.

articles about life insurance it is evident that 


steam is kept up as far as show and expenses 
go. A large body of clerks is kept busy in 
the agreeable task of receiving, folding, 
filing the reports of the various companies, 
in receiving applications for licenses from 
agents of foreign companies and issuing them, 
in furnishing printed copies of the charters of 
companies and their reports to all who apply 
for them. These clerks are adepts in ool- 
lecting fees and writing Delphic letters to 
policy-holders who evince that curiosity so 
distasteful to officials of the Circumlocution 
Office. The Superintendent keeps himself 
busy the while in picking out of the re- 
ports of the companies the paragraphs 
for his annual report. These annual 
reports, bound in gilt covers, contain 


„year after year faint and delicate sugges- 


tions as to amendatory laws, opinions that 
there is doubt of the legality of amalgama- 
tions, and other twaddle, not a word, how- 
ever, denunciatory of the frauds being per- 
petrated under the very nose of the Depart- 
ment, and which every man in the State can 
see quite plainly but himself.” The frauds 
and mismanagement that the Department 
ought to uncover and prevent are number- 
less, and have been made only too familiar 
by the disheartening revelations of the last 
few months. The public have found them 
out before the Insurance Superintendents. 


The theory of State supervision, which has 
fallen into disrepute among students of 
political science, has lost a great deal of 
ground among practical men since the failure 
of the New York Superintendent of Banks to 


protect savings depositors from a single one 
of the dozen and more insolvent savings banks 
of New York Ojity, and the failure of the 
Superintendent of Insurance to save the 
policy-holders of the Continental and Secur- 
ity. Whether or not a good system of State 
superintendence is practicable, we are jus- 
tified in rejecting that of New York as bad 


in principle and practice. What shall the 
public look to for protection? The sugges- 
tion is made that the officers of an insurance 
company are trustees, and consequently with- 
m the jurisdiction of Courts of Equity, 
which can compel them to account for their 
trust at any time, and can hold them 
responsible for its breach. The natu- 
ral protector of the interests of the policy- 
holder is the policy-holder. The principles 
of human nature that are shown by recent 
disastrous experience to work against the in- 
terests of policy-holders in the system of 
State supervision will work with it, when 
the policy-holder is left to take care of him- 
self. At any rate, if he is swindled and ru- 
ined then by his own blind trustfulness or 
want of care, he cannot charge his misfor- 
tunes to betrayal by others, and his self- 
reproaches will be a powerful force towards 
greater care and prudence. 


Justas Russia is plunging into a war with 
Turkey, France has footed up her bill of 


damages for making war on Germany, as 
follows: 

The claims which have been paid to private par- 
ties for losses sustained during the German inva- 
sion amount to nearly $80,000,000, and another 
$100, 000,000 has been absorbed dy the requisi- 
tions made by the German armies on cities ($40, - 
000, 000 on Paris alone), the expense of providing 
for the German army of occupation, and other 
damages. This is but 4 part, of course, of the 
total expense of the German war to France. It 
doubled her national debt, raising it to the fright- 
ful sum of $4, 500, 000, 000, or two and one-fourth 
times as much as that of the United States. The 
annual interest charge of France is $200, 000. 000, 
or more than twice as much as that of the United 
States.

not attempt to enter a port which has been duly 
proclaimed, and is in fact, blockaded. If a vessel 
of either of the belligerent navies were to enter 
our ports and take on military supplies or recrait 
men. such action wonld a clear infraction of 
our neutrality, if permitted by us. Naval vessels 
of nations at war are also not permitted unlimited 
stay in neutral ports. This principle is of course 
intended to prevent men-of-war from taking 
reface for long seasons in neutral waters. The 
Rassian fleet can hardly be said to be taking 
refuge im our waters at the nt time, as there 
is no Turkish man-of-war the neighborhood. 
We apprehend that, like the last Eu n war, 
this is not likely to afford much fun on ocean.

THE TURF. 
MORE ABOUT THE ORLOFFS. 

In last Sunday's issue of this paper the facts 
relating to a proposed shipment of Orloff trotters 
to this country were given, and at the time the 
article containing them was written it was thought 
that the news of the horses’ shipment would be 
received in a few days, but up to the present time 
the matter remains in statu quo, and, in view of 
the unpleasantness in which Russia is Involved, it 
is possible that the animals may not be forwarded. 
They are four in number,—three stallions and 3 
mare, —and belong toa Captain in the Russian army, 
the pronunciation of whose name would be no 
pastime for an American citizen on a Sunday 
morning, and in consequence it 1s omitted. Asa 
number of apocryphal stories relative to the speed 
of the Orloff trotters have been circulated by those 
glittering frauds, the sporting journals, Tux Tris- 
UNE has been at some pains to investigate the mat- 
ter, and has arrived at the concluston that, if all 
tnat the admirers of this breed of horses claim be 
true, its best representatives are about equal to an 
American trotter of the 2:25 class. 

In the first place, it must be remembered that a 
verst, the standard by which all races in Russia are 
measured, is equal to an American half mile. 
The performance to which the Russians 
point with the greatest pride, in much the 
same manner that Americans do to the 
Maid’s mile in 2:14, was when an Orloff 
trotter of the hignest tvpe did four versts 
in five minutes, pulling a droschka. This is equal 
to two miles in five minutes—a 2:30 clip. 

In regard to the weight of a droschka, some 
very absurd notions have gained ground in 
this country. Because it is a low four-wheeled 
vehicle, most people imagine that it is —— and 

to draws On the contrary, those u for 
trotting purposes weigh but * pounds, about 
thirty pounds less than the ordinary skeleton- 
wagon used in this country. Two miles in five 
minutes to droschka, then, is the best Russian per- 
formance, and it was beaten in this country fifteen 
curs when trotting was almost in its in- 
— t is well known that American trotters 
have never been trained to pull weight 
or to go long distances, while the Russians 
make all their races at two-mile heats and upward, 
In view of the fact that an American — 
wagon is considerably heavier than a droschka. it 
is drawing it very mild to say that the Orloff horse 
should certainly be able to keep up as fast a pace 
for two miles, drawing a seventy-pound vehicle, as 
an American horse could for one mile, drawing 100 
pounds or over, This, of course, is on tne suppo- 
sition that the horses are equal in pointof endur- 
ance and speed. As before stated, the t Rus- 
sian performance is two miles in five minutes, ora 
mile in 2:30. This would be a creditable perform- 
ance even for an American horse, but nothing 
extraordinary. In 1874, Judge Fullerton trotted 
three beats to wagon, over the track at San 
in 2:20%, 2:22%, 2:21%4, a feat 
that completely overthrows the two miles 
in f minutes of the Orloff stallion. 
And to show that Fullerton is not the 
only American horse that can pull weight, the per- 
formance of the Chicago horse, Bodine, at Sacra- 
mento, one weck ago vesterday, w referred to, he 
winning the second, third, and fourth heats of a 
race with Oakland Maid, in which the time of the 
winving heats was 2:24, 2:22%, 2:23%. 

But even at two-mile heats America is ahead, 
her horses drawing 100 pounds to the Orloff's 70. 
In 1863, Gen. Butler trotted the first heat of a 
two-mile race to wagon over the Long Island 
track in 4:5644,—3X seconds faster than the Kus- 
sian horse's performance at the same distance; and 
in 1865, over the same track, Dexter repeated the 
feat; and so great a horse was he on that day that 
his driver, Hiram Woodruff, in a published ac- 
count of the race, said that the brown horse could 
have finished the heat in 4:50. 

At three-mile heats, the Russians are still fur- 
ther eclipsed x 4. he Americans, the mare Huntress, 
by Volunteer, having trotted three miles to har- 
ness in 7:21, the average time per mile being 2:27, 
a faster cait by three seconds per mile than that at 
—— the best time of the Orioffs at two miles was 


made. 

The arguments could be pursued much farther, 
and facts given to show that although the Russian 
trotters are undoubtedly very useful animals, there 
is not the slightest occasion for any of them to 
come over here with the expectation of creating & 
sensation, as their performances at any distance or 
way of goingare not to be compared to those of 
American horses. |

The Apollo Musical Clab of Chicago was or- 
ganized in 1872 with no further object in view than 
the hope to secure sufficient associate members to 
pay its expenses and to supply its membership 
with such entertainment as a limited men- 
nerchor can furnish. It hardly expected 
to do more than to live from hand to 
month, and had no definite object in view in the 
musical education of the.public or in accomplish- 
ing any serious work in music.. It had no realiza- 
tion of the magnitnde of results it was destined to 
atta, and consequently it moved along ery 
and privately from season to season, furnishing 
its members with pleasant entertainments of son 
and closing its concerts with attractions of a\socia 
nature. the more firmly to cement its membership. 

It was not until 1875, when Mr. Tomlins as- 
sumed the leadership, that the A Club began 
to appear asa strong impulsive force in the local 
ousical world, not only infusing new life into 
other societies, both American and German, but 
moving on with rapid strides itself towards a well 
defined and highly important result. Mr. Tomlins 
took the comguctorship not merely to give concerts.
